The path of 
totality passing through the Islands oi Mauritius, Sumatra, Borneo and New 
Guinea. 

III. — A Partial Eclipse of the Moon, October 27. Invisible. Visible in 
part to the western coast of North America, Europe, Africa ; and to Asia, Aus- 
tralia, and the north Pacific and Indian Oceans. 

IV. — An Annular Eclipse of the Sun, November n. Invisible. V-sible to 
the greater part of Europe, Asia, northern Africa, the extreme northern edge of 
Australia and to the Indian Ocean. The path of annulus passing through Ara- 
bia, the Island of Ceylon, the Malay Peninsular, to the Island of Luzon.

Duration of Light and Darkness. 

The fourth column of the calendar page for every month contains a 
diagram showing the amount of Darkness or of Sunlight or Moonlight. 
These small figures represent the twelve hours from 6 p.m. to 6 a in 
and have four divisions, each representing three hours. Example— from 
the 1st to the 7th of January there is moonlight from 6 p.m to 6 a m 
but from the 16th to the 21st it will be seen that there is no moonlight 
The light portions of the diagrams are not at all times to be considered 
as moonlight, for the reason that in some months light is derived from 
the sun after 6 p.m and before 6 a.m. 

In the column where chronology, historical data, Inventions, etc., ap- 
pear the year only is given— not the day on which it occurred. 

To obtain Correct Time. 

Select a porch column on the South side of the house which is perfectly 
plumb, and having obtained the correct local time from the nearest reliable 
source, note the time at top of each calendar page when the Sun is at the 
" noon mark." When that minute arrives drive a few tacks along the edge 
of the shadow cast. This constitutes a "noon mark," and will enable you 
to obtain the correct local (not standard) time always, and far more reliably 
than by the rising or setting Sun, unless you live on the sea shore or on a 
prairie where a true horizon is obtainable.
